The Demonstration Farm is 
making large shipments of vege- 
tables, fruit, eggs, etc., for the 
C.P.R. dining car service, and} 
they have during the past week 
sent as high as $150 worth in 
one day. The hothouse pro-| 
ducts, tomatoes, cucumbers, | 
carnations, ete., are doing very 
well’ indeed. The  two-acre | 
Strawberry patch is giving a) 
prolific yield, and the product} 
has attracted much attention in 
Calgary by its good quality and | 
size. In addition to supplying 
fruit the two-acre patch has been 
drawn on to a large extent by 
farmers in the neighborhood for 
plants. Good shipments of peas, 
ontons, turnips, and other vege- 
tables, are being made 

The Demonstratlon Farm is 
the centre of the egg eircle move- 
ment, which under Mr Elford is 
making fine progress, and large 
quantities of properly-graded 
eggs are being sent {rom there at 
ihe present time 

The dairy department, as

DAY OF THE LIGHTNING ROD 


| Once Indispensable to Farm Buildings 
j Now Seldom Seen > 

The announcement of the death in 
Missourt recently of John Cole, in- 
ventor of the lightning-rod, recalls the 
| spectacular career of that formerly in- 
| teresting figure In the world of com- 
/Mmerce and of science as science was 
| understood by the laymen of earlier 
\ days. 
| No coubt tvere are half grown boys 
| and girls in plenty now who have 
never seen a lightning rod, yet a quar- 
ter of a century ago no building was 
considered safe from a bolt of light- 
ning unless it was surmounted by the 
truste’ steel point which was expect- 
ed to attract the fluid and convey it 
harmlessly into the earth. 

Public faith in the efficacy of the 
lightning rod was so great that it was 


| dificult for the owner of a building to 


get a fire insurance policy unless he 
first provided a lightning rod as a 
shield from danger from the elements, - 
as does the average negro depend up- 
on his little bag provided by the hoo- 
doo vender. 

The farmer was the especial easy 
mark selected by the smooth light- 
ning rod pediar, for the reason that 
the farmer usually owned his home, 
and besides, being less importuned by 
traveling agents, he was more sus- 
ceptible to their wiles, but in the 
towns .and cities no residence was 
considered quite complete until it was 
embellished by a lightning rod. 

The pediar who was on to his job 
would drive up to a prosperous ap- 
pearing farm residence and, equipped 
with & small storage battery, would 
proceed to demonstrate to the family 
the awful fate which awaited if the 
home was not protected by a light- 
ning rod. Harrowing tales of the de 
struction of houses, consuming all the 
earthly possessions of the oceupants 
and frequently resulting in the death 
of the entire family were told 80 elo- 
quently and pathetically that a tract 
was usually signed without delay and 
the Hghtning rod man proceeded to 
cover the house and the barn with 
the slender metallic rods, implanting 
the lower end firmly tn the earth and 
erecting as many shafts above the

Some Fly Two Miles High, Faster 
Than an Express Train | 

The problem of how smal! birds) 


were able to manage long flights rom 
ether countries cxercised mie minds 
of naturalists for centuries The "rst 


man te collect accurate tr fer fon 
on the subject was the tere Terr 
Gatke Living on the litth® teland of 


Heligoland, in the direct routs of ini 
gyration, aad entirely devoved to his 
tulject, he was at.e to verify for bin 
self many facis which had until thea 
escaped notice 

For instance, he pointed out 
birds on migration often flew 
high—probably as much as 12.000 
feet (over two miles) above the, 
ground That they do fly at a great 
height has been corroborated by = as- 
tronomers, who have seen birds flying 
across the face of the moon at a 
height of not less than one mile 

Gatke’s ideas on speed were prob- 
ably exaggerated, but only by a theory 
of a tremendously swift flight at a 
high altitude could he account for 
the fact that certain birds were never 
or rarely seen in the countries be 
tween their Winter and Summer 
quarters For instance, he pointed 
out that the blue throat, which win- 
ters in Africa and breeds in Scandl- 
navia, is but rarely met with in any 
of the countries on the line of route— 
Italy, Greece anid Southern Germany

Shearing Sheep With a Machine | 

Shearing sheep with a machine is 
practical for most farmers, says the 
Southe 4 Agriculturist As with any 
other machine, a man should have 
some knack with machinery to do the 
best work. The greatest advantage 
in using this method of shearing ts 
* at y 1 get practically all the wool, 
During the World's Fair at St. Louis 
they had a contest between the old- 
fashio: ed method of shearing by hand 
and t'e newer one of clipping the 
sheep with the machine After the 
expert hand shearer had finished a 
sheep the machine would clip about 
thirteen ounces of wool. So the sav- 
ing of wool would soon pay for the 
shearing machine 

A man with from 25 to 100 head of 
sheep should use the hand machine, 
but with larger flocks the power ma- 
chine is more practical If one's 
neighbor raise sheep, they can 
install a power plant with a line shaft 
to run as many machines as they 
Wish with a small gas engine. When 
shearing time comes they can set a 
day, collect their flocks and help 
each other. I have such a plant in 
my barn with three machines run 
from a line shaf* with a loose pulley, 
so each machine can be operated or 
stopped independently, as the shear- 
er wishes, by shifting the belt from 
the tight to the loose pully. We shear 
with this plant. running three mas- 
chines, about 200 sheep in a day 
with the average farm hands. A 
quick, strong young man with practice 
should shear 100 or more, while the 
expert will turn off 200 with one ma- 
chine But the average farm hand, 


|} to do a nice job, will average about 


75 a cay. 

One of th greatest advantages in 
having a shearing plant with several 
machines is that you shear your 
whole flock in a day. thus getting 
them back to grass with their lambs 
If you are two or three days shearing 
there is considerable loss to the lamb 
crop from keeping them up. Machine 
sheared sheep also look much better 
~—Southern Agriculturist.

The dictum that fruit should be eat-! 
en in their season, finds its limitations 
as regarfis variety in the temperate} 
Po ke at certain periods of the year. 
There is, however, one fruit which is 
readily available fresh in American) 
markets at practically all seasons, al-| 
though it grows best from November 
to April in its tropical or semi-trop- 
ical home It ig unfortunate that an) 
article of diet which meets certain nu- 
tritive requirements so well afd is so 
easily obtained at reasonable cost as 
the banana should be the subject of) 
much misunderstanding among both 
physicians and laymen. For despite 
the fact that over 40,000,000 bunches) 
are reported to have been brought to_ 
the United States last year, it is pop-! 
ularly stated in many quarters that! 
the banana is difficult of digestion and 
may give rise to alimentary distress. 

A closer consideration of the com- 
position of the banana may serve to! 
elucidate the situation. The fruit is| 
brought to our Northern § markets 


green, and is ripened by artificial heat. - 


This process can be hastened or de- 
layed within certain limits, according 
to the momentary demands of the re 
tall trade. The color of the peel 
gives evidence of the degree of ripe 
ness. The green banana contains in 
the part exclusive of the skin about 
1-5 per cent. of protein and 20 to 25 
per cent. of carbohydrate, almost en- 
tirely starch. In the ripe banana, 
with yellow-brown peel, the edible 
part contains somewhat leas (16 to 
19 per cent) of carbohydrate; but 
that which remains is now almost en | 
tirely ia the form of soluble sugar; 
the green, one-fifth starch. Most of 
the remainder of the edible pulp ts 
water. Intermediate degrees of ripe- 
ness present starch and sugar in re- 
ciprocal proportions, varying between 
the limits set above. 

Inasmuch as bananas are commonly 
éaten uncooked, it Is obvious that 
more or less raw starch will be in- 
gested If the fruit is not ripe, Le., If 
the skin has not begun to shrivel and 
darken Raw starch may be singu- 
larly irritating to the alimentary tract 
of mat. and ts at best poorly utilized 
whether it be ingested in the form of 
uncooked potatoes, chest-nuts, banan- 
as or other native starchy foods. No 
one would advise the use of uncooked 
potatoes; yet many people eschew a 
thoroughly ripe banana In the belief 
that the wholesome fruit Is “rotten” 
when the skin becomes darkened 
whereas they eagerly eat the yellow. 
green ctarch-bearing frult at a stage 
of incomplete ripeness.

representing the same amount of en- 
ergy as two of coal In this shape it 
is also economical, as there is no 
fuel burned except where the power 
is nee led.

Were Killed and 249 Injured 
Ottawa.—According to the indus- 
trial accident record of the depart- 
ment of labor sixty-two persons were 
Killed and 249 injured during the 
month of June in the course of their 
employment. A comparison with the 
records of the previous month and 


of June,, 1911, shows that there were, 


28 fewer fatalities than in May and 
30 less than in June, 1911. Of the 
non-fatal accidents there were 8 more 
recorded than in May and 137 more 
than In June, 1911. There were but 
two ac:idents recorded involving the 
death of more than one workman, one 
of which oceyrred on June 1, by 
which elght construction laborers 
were killed during the blasting oper- 
ations on the railway construction 
work rear Stone Corners, Ontario, and 
the other a head-on collision of rail- 
way trains near Nipigon, Ont., In 
which four railway employees were 
killed.
